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The Grand Slam 
To 
Canterbury-Marrickville 
CANTERBURY-MARRICKVILLE club ended the second 
season of the Federation on a memorable note when it clinched 


a hard fought 2-1 premiership grand final win over Auburn 
before 8,840 eager spectators at E.S. Marks Field. 


This victory gave Canterbury the 
lub grand slam for the 1958 
season. The club had previously 
won the finals of the Ampol-Ken- 
nard and the Federation Cup com- 
petitions. ‘ 

_ The achievement .of three major 
successes, in the one season, together 


with victories in the First Division. 


second and third grade premier- 


ships, has earned Canterbury the — 


rating of the Federation’s cracker- 
jack club. 

Mid-way through last season 
Canterbury was strugling in the 
middle of the competition and at 
one stage after losing 0-1 to Glades- 
ville-Ryde looked only an outside 
hope to qualify for the semi-finals. 
But successive wins over Sydney 
Austral, Hakoah, Concord, Prague 
and A.P.I.A. and a scoreless draw 
with Bankstown put Canterbury 
back ‘near the top. 


When the round by round com- 
petition ended Canterbury with 31 


points was level with Auburn, five 
points behind the minor premiers 
Corrimal. 

A thrilling semi-final victory 
over Corrimal carried Canterbury 
straight to the’ grand final where 
after go action packed minutes the 
boys in Blue and Gold won 2-1, 
the 8,840 crowd paying an Aus- 
tralian record club gate of £1,549. 

Canterbury gained an early 1-0 
advantage in the grand final when 
sharpshooting Ray Neal netted a 
powerful shot in the 4oth minute. 
Wee Jimmy Moore had made the 
opening with a weaving 20 yard 
run which completely split the 


- Auburn defence. 


Both sides had several scoring 
chances in the first half but apart 
from Neal’s effort the rival goal- 
keepers Ron Brown and Billy 
Henderson kept opposing forwards 
out.

ed by Len Quested, flashed the 
ball past Brown to make the scores 
one all. 


A series of Canterbury counter 
attacks following the Auburn suc- 
cess ended 10 minutes later when 
crew cut centre forward Bruce 
Young headed across from Moore 
past the hard working Henderson 
who was left stranded in the oppo- 
site corner of the net. Young’s goal 
gave Canterbury the premiership 
and helped Canterbury reverse the 
decision of the 1957 grand final 
which Auburn won 473. 


Canterbury fielded a grand side 
—certainly one of the best club 
Sydney football has produced in the 
12 seasons since World War II. 
Under the keen guidance of former 
Hungarian coach Joe Vlastis the 
side, apart from the inexplicable 
mid season slump, regularly played 
sparkling soccer and drew a big 
following wherever the side played. 


Viasits himself played a tremen- 

dous part in the ultimate success 
of the side. His fatherly interest 
and devotion to his players earned 
him the affectionate nickname of 
“Uncle Joe” from all Canterbury 
players. 
. Vlasits is a keen tactician and his 
schemes directed on the field early 
in the year by Bill Williams and 
later by John Curry won many a 
victory. ; 

It is doubtful if Sydney club 
soccer has seen a better forward 
line than Canterbury’s speedy set.

Ray Neal, Bruce Young and Barry 
Salisbury combined with perfect 
co-ordination throughout the year. 
Young and Neal were the sharp- 
shooters, Moore the will o’ the wisp 
goal maker and Watkiss and Salis- 
bury admirable deputies. 


Watkiss, a tall raw boned fellow 
only 17 years of age proved one of 
the season’s biggest finds. Encour- 
aged by Vlasits, Watkiss developed 
amazingly during the year and his 
work in the grand final and Fed- 
eration Cup final against Prague 
was of the highest order. 


The advent of Watkiss to the 
right wing enabled Don Brown to 
switch to right half, a position he 
filled with zeal for the latter half 
of the season. 


Brown was no stranger to the 
half back role — having alternated 
between right half and right wing 
for a number of seasons. He: proved 
a very capable defender and his 
knowledge of forward play enabled 
him to frequently chime into the 
attack as a sixth forward. © 


Jockey sized Jimmy Moore had 
perhaps his greatest season: He 
played: several games on the right 
wing and after one club game 
against Auburn in this position 
when he bamboozled former inter- 
national fullback Bill Wilson some 
old soccer heads judged him the 
equal of any outside ght 3 in ae 
country. 


But as Watkiss iciproted ne 
moved back to the inside position 
and his tireless foraging and acute 
sense of positional play worried a 


lot.:of opposing defenders. 
Canterbury's . half back line of 


Brown, John Curry and Dave 
Stocks also played a big role’ im 
the seasons successes. Curry, the 
23- year-old Irish centre half, played 
his: stopper role to perfection. 


A former member of the Irish 
First Division club, Distillery, Curry 
arrived in Australia in July, 1957- 
Auburn and Canterbury clubs vied 
for. his services with serait: 
gaining the prize. 


Chunky 31-year-old Scot Dove 
Stocks recovered from loss of form 
early in the year to clinch a regular 
place in the first grade side. His 
dour tackling more.than once 
Canterbury out of a, jam. 


The fullbacks Eddie Jones saad 
Fommy North. and-. goalie’ Roa 
Brown. proved an excellent last une 
of defence. 


-’ Auburn’s path to the grand final 
was not. an easy one. The club 
survived torrid battles with Prague 
in: the. semi-final and “Corrimal in 
the :final: :before eventually ee 
for.:the premiership. 


“Auburn defeated Prague in ie 
semi-final before 4,531 spectators, 
many of whom voted the match as 
the season’s showpiece. Probably 
only a:magnificent display of goal- 
keeping by Bill Henderson gave 
Auburn victory. Henderson’ made 
many ‘outstanding saves as he 
bounded about the goal like a jack 
rabbit pulling off some impossible 
recoveries. 

Len Quested banged in a penalty 
in the 35th minute to open his

side’s scoring. This nullified 
Prague’s 1-0 advantage when Aus- 
trian wizard Leo Baumgartner set 
Meuller up with a perfect pass. 


It was one-all until well into the 
second half when after a mid field 
scuffle the ball emerged towards 
Prague goalie Ron Lord with Jack 
Knapp in full pursuit. Knapp raced 
Lord to the ball steadied himself 
and placed the ball calmly into the 
net. 


Auburn’s 5-4 final win over Cor- 
rimal produced thrills aplenty in a 
very rough clash which kept referee 
George Gatt and his linesmen busy. 
At the scheduled full time the 
scores were level at four all. Auburn 
clinched the game in the 30 min- 
utes extra time. 


Auburn led 2-1 at half time but 
Corrimal’s robust forward line 
added three rip-roaring goals in 
the second half to eventually level 
the scores at four all. Three min- 
utes before the end Referee Gatt 
sent Ted Drain off for allegedly 
tripping Bill Henderson. 


Throughout the season tall 
Englishman Len Quested proved 
the brains and very backbone of 
the Auburn side. Quested has an 
electric turn of speed and his ball 
control and positional play made 
-him the most feared forward in 
Sydney. It was not unusual when 
things were tight to see Quested 
flash back in defence to nip an op- 
posing move in the bud, before 
launching his own forwards goal- 
wards. oe 


Prague club wound up fourth in 


the competition and played some 
of the season’s most colorful foot- 
ball. The Prague team was based 
around Austrians Karl Jaros and 
Leo Baumgartner who arrived at 
the beginning of the season. 


Baumgartner, with a bag full of 
tricks and volatile temperament, 
brought something new to our 
soccer. Baumgartner was a moody 
player. After frequent patches of 
brilliance he would sometimes 
wander out of the play to mope 
around for some minutes before 
returning with his former enthus- 
iasm. 


Once in a match against Hakoah 
the volatile Austrian wandered off 
the field and sat on the sidelines in 
a one man sit down strike after 
alleging a Hakoah official had in- 
sulted him. 

Jaros, continually . switched. in 
position, proved a remarkable all 
round player who could fill almost 
any place on the field with success, 

Prague’s Australian goalkeeper, 
Ron Lord, once more had a great 
year. Since 1950 when he began 
playing first grade soccer Lord has 
ranked in the top bracket of Aus- 
tralian goalkeepers. In recent years 
he has been continually troubled 
by a bad knee which at times has 
reduced his effectiveness. Almost 
without exception last season Lord 
played with his knee tightly bound. 
But he looked more agile than pre- 
viously and handed out some out- 
standing displays. 

Prague’s defence at times sagged 
under pressure and frequently

Krutschmann travels from Oak 
Flats (nearly 20 miles) three times 
each week to coach Balgownie. His 
novel training methods and coach- 
ing skill have made him a favourite 
with the Villagers. 


Many Federation. players knew 
Balgownie’s strength three seasons 
ago, but those fine overseas players 
who have migrated to Australia in 
the interim will soon learn that 
the Villagers are a team which can 
never be treated lightly. 


Balgownie, during the last few 
seasons has been noted for having 
one of the best defences in the 
business. It only allowed 19 goals 
in 22 competition matches last 
season, and the same defenders are 
available for the club again this 
season. 


‘Most famous of the present Bal- 
gownie lineup is international left- 
back Harry Murdoch. Murdoch 
came into the international field in 
1957. when three overseas club 
teams—F.K. Austria, Ferencvaros 
and Hong Kong visited Australia. 

He toured New Zealand last year 
but his biggest test was opposing 
the “Master of Dribble” Stanley 
Matthews in the games against 


Murdoch’s fullback partner for 
the last few years has been Alex 
Robinson, and no doubt this duo 
will still be in business this season. 


They are backed by the district’s 
up and coming goalkeeper, Stan

centre half George Barlow, ; an 
Englishman from Stoke, who. first 
played with the club as an inside 
forward.

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While Balgownie defence has 
been regarded as its strong point 
in recent years, the forward line has 
lost many matches for the team. 
However, led by international Tom 
McWatters, this department was 
functioning splendidly towards the 
end of last season. 

With all of last season’s players 
available and the signing of star 
E.P.T. winger Frank Lunardon, 
Balgownie should possess a power- 
ful attack. 

Like Balgownie, Corrimal United 
has been in solid training since 
early January in preparation for the 
Ampol night series. 

The club made one of its greatest 
gains when it secured the services 
of star English coach Bernard 
Bryant who has had considerable 
success with Canterbury and Apia 
teams. Bryant has some expert 
material to work upon. 

All of last season’s star-studded 
United team—with the exception of 
George Wheatley and possibly Ted 
Drain—are again available.

“The company treated me very 
well, but then I became tired of 
working for other people and set 
off for such remote places as White 
Cliffs and Lightning Ridge buying 
opals. I also bought curios for the 
museums of Europe. 


“After another spell of surveying

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highway I went to the Northern 
Territory as a pearl buyer. 

“T opened a restaurant there and 
did well right up to the time the 
Second War broke out. 

“Then I, joined the Intelligence 
Department at’ Darwin. 

“I speak eight languages. 

“After the bombardment or Dar- 
win by. the Japanese I joined the 
Australian navy as a providore and 
served in New Guinea, Borneo and 
Java. 

“I was poor and penniless after 
the war, but consolidated my fin- 
ances by conducting a restaurant 
for two years in Bathurst. 

- “My wife and son then arrived 
from Czechoslovakia. 

“J bought a farm at Bringelly, 
near Liverpool, to breed pigs, sheep 
and poultry. 

“The farm is still a thriving bus- 
iness. 

“My next venture was a delica- 
tessen in Sydney and I claim to 
be-the first man to have introduced 
continental foods to Australia. 

“I have established a factory for 
the pickling of Slavonic foods.”

Of A World Sport

OCCER has proved one of the most lucrative articles ever 
exported from the sports loving British Isles. One gth 
century historian declared it to be one of the nine greatest gifts 
that the English race gave to the rest of civilization, 


Sporting editors in all capital 
cities, who are not suffering from 
local prejudices have declared, over 
and over again, that this code of 
football has practically conquered 
the world—it has achieved what 
Alexander the Great, Napoleon, 
Kaiser Wilhelm II and Hitler failed 
to do, 


Yes too, Great Britain has given 
to all nations something that can 
become a fine instrument for peace. 


This SOCCER—a game of 
science and speed can be played in 
all climes, by all races, in a true 
spirit of international goodwill and 
with the keenest sense of sporting 
rivalry. 

Just after World War I, it spread 
like wildfire over Europe, Asia, 
Northern Africa and South America, 


‘Amateur teams, more than pro- 
fessional sides, were the real mis- 
sionaries, which sold the pastime to 
races of all colours. 


The inauguration of the famous 
World Soccer Cup in 1930, has 
proved a mighty force in bringing 
many nations together on the foot. 
ball field. This trophy has pushed 
the game into gr nations. 


Since this tournament was 
started, new techniques and tactics 
have been created in far off lands 
and the superiority of the creator 
of the game (England) has been 
successfully challenged. England 
has yet to win a World Cup 
tournament! : 


In Sweden last July, Brazil beat 
Sweden in the final to win the 
coveted trophy. The South Ameri 
cans proved to the sporting world 
that ball control; accurate passing; 
astute positional play; team-work; 
physical fitness can take any nation 
to the top of the tree. 


In recent years, Soccer has become 
a potent force in College sport in 
the United States of America. 
Thousands of American Servicemen 
in Europe have been converted to 
the game with the result that the 
professional game in the U.S.A. 
has been given a “shot in the arm.” 


Neighbouring Canada is now on 
the move and the game is. played 
from Nova Scotia to British 
Colombia. 


In Australia, the arrival of thou- 
sands of migrants from soccer lov. 
ing lands has lifted soccer to second 
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place among the football codes in 
this Austral Isle. 

The formation of the Federation 
in Sydney has tightened club con- 
trol with the result that soccer has 
now supplanted Rugby Union as 
Sydney’s second winter code. 

Surely this progress has only just 
begun. There is a growing demand 
among a growing paying public for 
higher standards of play—the type 
of scientific presentation that will 
quickly replace the unattractive 
kick-and-rush tactics that have kept 
the game in the doldrums for years. 
That is the challenge to all clubs 
as well as to the administrators. 

The test of real growth of the 
game and its pull on the public 
purse is best reflected in the tune 
of the turnstiles.

Brazil — World Cup 


soccer wizards 


Eleven dusky unpredictable Brazilians proved themselves 
a super team when they carried. all before them to win the 
Sixth World Cup competition in Sweden last June. 


The Brazilians arrived in Sweden 
co begin the tournament very much 
out of Cup discussions. While just 
about every critic agreed they could 
produce bewildering performances 
few thought the Brazilians would 
scriously trouble the tournament 
favourites—Sweden, Russia and 
Argentina. But within two weeks 
they had all Sweden agape with 
their inspired play and electrifying 
speed. 

Certainly if soccer has produced a 
team of supermen she produced 
one in these Latins with feet of 
quicksilver and precise understand- 
ing. The Brazilians could control 
the ball with almost any part of 
their body from head to heel. They 
could stop it in mid air, make it 
run around their backs onto their 
feet, and perform all sorts of aston- 
ishing feats of ball mastery. 


The forward line could finish off 
4 movement with almost breath- 
aking speed—the ball flashing from 
ore player to another as though on 
a string, the movement halted only 


by an especially skilled defender 


or the welcome back of a goal net. 
There was hardly a position where 
the Brazilian could not get the 
ball under control. 

Eighteen-year-old inside forward 
Pele amazed everyone with his 
freak goal which clinched the final 
against Sweden. Catching a high 
pass with the inside of his right 
toot Pele. lobbed the ball over a 
defender, raced quickly around him 
to volley the ball into the net. This 
was a magic goal and few of the 
spectators present will forget Pele’s 
effort while ever they continue to 
watch soccer. 


The soccer loving Swedes flocked 
to watch their countrymen in the 
battle to win the world’s most 
coveted soccer trophy. In the first 
minutes of the final inside left 
Liedholm scored a wonderful goal 
to place Sweden in front 1-0. But 
from that point onwards tie 
Swedes watched the artistry of the 
Cup champions. 

When the final whistle blew 
Brazil had won 5-2—they had 
danced a samba around their oppon- 
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ents to win with almost ridiculous 
ease. There was no team alive who 


could have held them. 


Altogether in the tournament 


Brazil dropped only one point and. 
that to England after a nil-all draw . 


in a group elimination match at 


Gothenburg. 


Brazil defeated Wales 1-0 in a 
surprisingly close quarter final, 
France’ 5-2 in a semi-final before 
wresting the Cup and world 
supremecy from Sweden. So another 
South American side won the tourn- 
ament—Uruguay had won the title 
in 1930 and 1950—and it wil! take 
a very good side to topple the 
Brazilians from their pedestal. 


Above all the Brazilians played 
soccer. They believed the ball was 
to be played, not the man, and this 
policy proved itself long before the 
final. | ; 


-There is no substitute for skill 
and though several times confronted 
by brute force the Brazilians never 
became ragged or lost their smooth 
flowing pattern of play. 


There were no individualists, only 
a team whose every part combined 
in perfect harmony to produce an.

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tirelessly. But it was the forwards 
who really caught the eye. Five 
pairs of flying feet gave opposing 
defences torrid times as they dodged 
and feinted, passed and shot their 
way to success. 

On appearances the four strong- 
est sides — Brazil, Sweden, France 
and Germany—reached the semi- 
finals. The mighty Russians, with- 
out suspended centre forward 
Streltzov (he was suspended for 
drinking too much) the hapless 
Hungarians and a dogged British 
line-up failed to survive. 

The Russians tasted the might 
of the Cup winners in an early 
round which Brazil won 2-0. The 
two goals came in the first ro 
minutes, the first after only 72 sec- 
onds play following two successive 
rebounds from the crossbar. 

France emerged as the tourna- 
ment’s biggest surprise. They liter- 
ally came from nowhere to reach 
the semi-finals before bowing out

In right winger 
Kopa, France had a forward to 
equal any on show. He topped the 
scoring list with a record number 
of 13 scorching goals and his club 
Juste Fontaine quickly promoted 
him into the £50,000 transfer 
bracket. . 

The British side, given a great 
chance by its critics, failed to sur- 
vive the early rounds. At no stage 
in Sweden did England look a 
Cup side. 

The holders, West Germany, 
went out 1-3 to Sweden in a semi- 
final. They looked a good side, 
perhaps a little below 1954 stand- 
ard but still an opponent to be 
reckoned with. 

The tournament itself proved a 
huge success and maybe in 1962 
Australia will contest the Cup for 
the first time as we pioneer our 
way to true international soccer 
status.

£1000 AMPOL CUP 


The opening four rounds of the 1959 £1000 
Ampol Cup Competition at Lidcombe attracted record 


breaking aggregate crowds. 
the first four nights play. 


This was many more than 
came along for the early 
rounds of the Cup last season. 


Best nightly attendance was 
on March 6 when 5302 spec- 
tators watched Gladesville de- 
feat Budapest 2-1 and Prague 
beat North Side 5-0. 

Even drizzling rain on the 
second night failed to dampen 
the enthusiasm of the 5248 
crowd who watched the super 
Canterbury side whitewash 
Apia 5-0 in a one-sided tussle 
on a waterlogged field. Ampol 
Cup attedances augur well for 
a bumper season in 1959. 

Outstanding feature of the 
first night’s play was Test 
winger Bruce Morrow's 4 goals 
in his debut with Auburn Club. 
Morrow, who represented last 
year against Blackpool and 
later toured New Zealand with 
Joe Marston’s side, transfer- 
red to Auburn this season after 
playing all his previous soccer 
with the Wallsend Club. 

His four goals in Auburn‘s 
5-2 defeat of Sydney Austral 
indicate the force he will be 
in the Auburn attack. Auburn 
led 3-1 at half time and was 
never seriously extended. 

South Coast side Corrimal 
won the other match of the 
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18,555 spectators watched 


first night 3-1 against Banks- 
town. Newly-signed Charlie 
Stewart and Bruno Ganis each 
scored goals for Corrimal who 
merely coasted to victory. 


The second night enabled 
Canterbury to give another in- 
dication of its strength. 
Against a confident Apia side 
Canterbury ran out winners by 
5-0 with some of the best soc— 
cer seen from then. 


Played throughout the sec- 
ond half in pouring rain Can- 
terbury toyed with Apia who 
had no answer for Jo Vlasits 
boys. 


Earlier in the night Hakoah 
had struggled home 2-1 against 
Concord. Concord finished 
second last in the 1958 com- 
petition but its showing in this 
game indicated big improve- 
ment this season. 


Hakoah led 2-0 at the in- 
terval but had to withstand a 
determined bid in the second 
half to win the game by the 
odd goal. The winning goal 
incidentally was deflected off 
a Concord defender so Hakoah 
might have been a little lucky 
to win the match outright. 

Most pleasing effort of the 
early rounds came on the third 
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night when  newly-promoted 
Budapest gave Gladesville- 
Ryde a stiff tussle. 


Gladesville won the game 
2-1 but only after the Hun- 
garian boys had given them a 
few shocks. Probably only poor 
finishing in the forward line 
prevented Budapest from caus- 
ing the first upset of the Cup. 
Many chances went astray in 
front of goal through Buda- 
pest’s forwards becoming over- 
eager. 


Gladesville led 1-0 at half 
time following a typical goal 
by centre forward Rex Foster. 
Budapest’s brilliant winger Joe 
Voros equallised after the in- 
terval but Gladesville’s outside 
right Harold Hill banged home 
the winning goal with quarter 
of an hour left. 


Following Budapest’s inspir- 
ed showing. it was disappoint- 
ing to see North Side United 
bow out of the cup through a 
5-0 defeat by Prague. 

Prague, fielding recently- 
arrived Austrian Enrst Schwarz 
and Hungarian topliner An- 
dres Sagi for the first time, 
showed itself a major thréat 
to all Federation clubs. 

For Prague mercurial centre 
forward Leo Baumgartner 
notched three goals with some 
typical positional play which 
exasperated opposing defend- 
ers. Sagi and Baumgartner’s 
Austrian clubmate Karl Jaros 
added the other two goals. 

Canterbury and Corrimal 
clubs entered the semi-finals 
with great wins in round two 
matches. 

Canterbury had. to battle 


hard however to defeat Bal- 
gownie which was making its 
Federation debut after leaving 
the Association in January. 
Balgownie’s sterling display 
surprised soccer followers who 
had generally anticipated an- 
other runaway win for last sea- 
son’s grand-slam winners. 


Canterbury inside left Ray 
Neal scored the only goal of 
the match in the first half with 
a power-laden drive which 
gave Balgownie goalie Sam 
Richardson no chance to save. 

An injury to’ international 
full-back Harry Murdoch and 
the absence of crack centre- 
half George Barlow reduced 
Balgownie’s efficiency. Mur- 
doch injure da leg early in the 
game and finished the match 
in the forward line. 


Balgownie this season has a 
new coach in former German 
international full-back Hel- 
mutt Kretschmann.. Judging 
from the results in this match 
Kretschmann might not take 
too long to mould this Bal- 
gownie side into a team to’ be 
feared. 

Corrimal proved much too 
strong for Granville, running 
out winners 4-0 afte ra one- 
sided struggle which. empha- 
sisted Granville’s lack “of 
match practice. 

Two terrific first-half goals 
by burly Keith Learmonth en- 
abled Corrima Ito lead 3-0 at 
the interval. 


Granville played much bet- 
ter in the second half when 
Corrimal’s experienced  for- 
wards were kept at bay after 
some torrid attacking bursts.

CLUB CHATTER 


GRANVILLE: This season will be Granville’s first in Federa- 
tion soccer. Formed in 1885 Granville is one of the oldest clubs 
in New South Wales. ; 

The club has always been near the top in Association com- 
petitions, particularly in the early 1950’s. Granville has relied 
on its old stalwarts to provide the backbone of its 1959 team. 

BALGOWNIE: Balgownie Club has a rich heritage. Founded’ 
in the 1880's the club was for many years the champion side on 
the South Coast. 

Most famous player to appear with Balgownie was Judy 
Masters who is always mentioned in discussions on Australia’s 
soccer greats. : 

Last year Balgownie proved one of the strongest sides in 
the Association—reaching the semi-finals and defeating both 
Leichhardt and E.P.T. 

GLADESVILLE-RYDE: Gladesville-Ryde is rapidly becom- 
ing the Federation’s most progressive member. In March the 
Gladesville Club began arrangements to open up its own licensed 
club premises. The premises have been secured in the heart of 
Gladesville. 

The club project is in keeping with Gladesville signing on 
Jim Pettigrew and Bede Greenfield shortly before the season 
began. 

PRAGUE: Cosmopolitan Club Prague will boast a very 
much improved side this season. Prague already has gained the 
services of Austrian Erich Schwarz and Hungarian Andres Sagi. 
Two other Austrian forwards—F.K. Austrian inside right Tom- 
andi.is one of them—will be in Sydney in time to play in the 
competition round. 

Also -with Prague is the former Australian. Test. captain 
Kevin O’Neill. O'Neill transferred from Cessnock at a big fee. 
Officials feel his solidity will be a big boost to the defence. 


BUDAPEST - 
The Federation’s Baby Club 


Hungarian Club Budapest is the Federation’s baby 
club. Budapest gained promotion to first division after 
carrying off last season’s second division premiership 
with a win over Greek Club Pan Hellenic.

community who decided on 
the spot to form a club and 
link up with the new body. 

Coming just after the Hun- 
garian Revolution it was natu- 
ral enough that the name 
Budapest was given to the 
club. So for the first time the 
Sydney Hungarian community 
had a club of its own in senior 
soccer. 

One of the basic reasons 
for the founding of Budapest 
was to assimilate many young 
Hungarians into Australian 
sport. 

Many of these people had 
lost their parents in the revolt 
and Budapest officials hoped 
an interest in soccer would 
help them forget the past. 

But the side improved in 
the second half of the season 
winning all its matches in the 
second round and ending up 
close behind minor premiers 
Villawood. 

Club training began two 
months before the 1958 com- 


petition began. This time 
Budapest started on the right 
leg losing only one of its first- 
round matches. 

The club won the Second 
Division Eastern Zone and had 
to play off with Western Zone 
winners Pan Hellenic for the 
premiership and right of pro- 
motion. 

The first match drew a 
crowd of 800 and finished in 
a one-all draw. The second 
match before 1200 spectators 
was won by Budapest 4-0. 

Among new players appear- 
ing in 1959 with the club are 
Adelaide recruit J. Voros, G 
Kovacs and J. Pompor from 
Canberra, and former Austrian 
Olympic player Irvin Schopf 
who transferred in March from 
North Side United. 

Last year’s coach Dr. I. 
Hircsak has retired because of 
business reasons. J. Berecz has 
taken his place and holds the 
complete confidence of all the 
players. 


JUNIOR FOOTBALL 
-— Strides Ahead 


THE great progress made in Federation Soccer over 
the past two seasons is responsible in part for the 
increase in school and junior football activities. 


In 1958 every junior associa- 
tion in Sydney but one recorded 
its greatest ever number of 
entries. Much of the credit goes, 
of course, to the bands of en- 
thusiasts who have borne the 
brunt of the organising work. 

The sporting public is ever 
ready to applaud the skill of to- 
day’s stars — Jaros, Quested, 
Lord, Bruce Young, etc. But the 
boys of today are the stars of 
tomorrow. 


So many clubs depend upon 
the “locally grown” players 
rather than the imported stars, 
no matter how beneficial to the 
standard of play the importa- 
tions are. | 

Scientific coaching and fitness 
is also responsible for the great 
strides being made in Sydney 
football. Upon properly organ- 
ised coaching depends the future 
of Australia’s Soccer. 
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Over the past two seasons 
junior Soccer has disentangled 
itself from the forces of stag- 
nation. Increases in entries are 
causing embarrassment in near 
city areas and Some competitions 
have to commence at 8 a.m. to 
ensure that there are grounds 
available for all fixtures. 

In 1958 307 school teams in 
Sydney played in regular inter- 
school competitions, both P.S.- 
AA.A. (primary) and CHS. 
(high schools). When figures 
for central, denominational and 
class Soccer are added over 700 
teams competed. 

It is clear, however, that the 
eed demand for Soccer has 
outgrown school organisation. 
At one high school’ this year 70 
out of 140 boys in first year 
applied to play Soccer. The 
tragedy was that only two teams 
could be entered. 

At another major high school 
37 boys applied for a trial with 
the school first XI by early Feb- 
ruary. This school has only one 
team in open grade and second 
grade players must be under 16. 
As a result not half the number 
of interested boys could play. 

Probably the greatest problem 
in schools is the lack of under- 
13 competition in secondary 
schools. If the P.S.A.A.A. added 
under-13 competitions to its 
present list the 700 teams now 
playing would double almost 
overnight. . 

State Juniors’ secretary, (Mr. 
W. Brackenbury) reported that 
1,147 teams (about 19,000 play- 
ers) took the field in competi- 


tions conducted by various asso- 
ciations in 1958. 

Canterbury Association was 
Sydney’s biggest district, field- 
ing 106 teams. Then followed 
Bankstown (85), Granville (74), 
Northern Districts (Gladesville- 
Hornsby) (62), and Manly-War- 
ringah (51). 

_Kuring-gai, the “baby” asso- 
ciation has proved a lusty in- 
fant. Starting with six teams in 
1957 the district will have 34 
teams in 1959. 


Western Suburbs should make 
similar progress. This body will 
draw on such districts as Con- 
cord, Drummoyne, Leichhardt, 
and Balmain. 


The common saying “junior 
today—senior tomorrow” epito- 
mises the development of young 
players to senior ranks. So it is 
with officials. 


Two years ago Federation pres- 
ident Andy Burton occupied the 
chair of the N.S.W. Junior 
Association. He was made a life 
member of the Association in 
1957. 

Many of today’s senior 
officials learnt their Soccer in 
Europe. It is nevertheless sur- 
prising just how many grad- 
uated from the various local 
districts. Mr. Lionel Brown 
(Northside secretary) is a for- 
mer Northern Suburbs official. 
Mr. Jim Logan (Bankstown) was 
the secretary of the Bankstown 
District Association. Mr. George 
Liddell (Concord president) is 
also secretary of the Western 
Suburbs Association.

Lord was called upon to produce 
something out of the ordinary. The 
number of times Lord did just that 
is a tribute to his ability and quick- 
ness of eye. 


Corrimal playing its first year 
with the Federation had a success- 
ful beginning. The South Coast 
club won the minor premiership 
by five points and looked a little 
unlucky to lose the final to Auburn. 
Corrimal’s robust play and _ its 
powerful hard running forwards 
troubled a lot of opposing teams, 
especially the New Australian sides. 

For many seasons now most of 
the Corrimal side: has played to- 
gether, hence the understanding of 
the players is wonderfully good. 
But advancing years is slowing up a 
number of the old stalwarts and 
Corrimal may have to find a new 
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batch if it is to win its first Feder- 
ation premiership. 

Of the clubs that did not make 
the semi-finals Hakoah did best 
finishing only one point behind 
Prague. A 5-1 reverse to Sydney 
Austral in the second last round 
ended Hakoah’s premiership hopes. 
Injuries and a constant juggling of 
personnel reduced the effectiveness 
of Hakoah after a particularly aus. 
picious opening. 

Gladesville-Ryde and Bankstown 
both had good years finishing to 
gether in sixth position. Gladesville 
beat the ultimate champions 1-0 
and Bankstown held Canterbury 
to a scoreless draw. 

A.P.LA. had a disappointing 
year featuring two notable wins 
over Canterbury (5-0) and Cor- 
rimal (2-0). The club has great 
hopes for the 1959 season with a 
whole batch of new players. 

Sydney Austral also proved dis- 
appointing but North Side United 
proved a stumbling block to many 
of the best sides. This North Shore 
club held Canterbury to two-all 
and frequently were beaten by the 
odd goal. The club produced a 
goal-getting centre forward in Ken 
Dingwall who during the year 
netted more than 20 goals. 
Concord’s only victory was against 
Villawood but the club did have 
the distinction of eliminating Cor- 
rimal from the Federation Cup. 

Villawood found first Division 
standard beyond them winning one 
match and ‘finishing with a goal 
deficit of 120. The club has now 
become defunct. 
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SOCCER 
The Laws Of The Game 


NOTE: Provided the principles of these laws be maintained 


they may be modified in their application to players of school 


age as follows: (a) Size of playing pitch; (b) Size and. weight 
of ball; (c) Width between the goalposts and height of the 


crossbar from the ground; (d) The duration of the periods of 


play. 


LAW 1—THE FIELD OF PLAY 

(1) Dimensions—The field of 
play shall be rectangular, its length 
being not more than 130 yards nor 
less than 100 yards, and its breadth 
not more than 100 yards nor less 
than 50 yards. (In International 
Matches the length shall be not 
more than 120 yards nor less than 
110 yards and the breadth not more 
than 80 yards nor less than 70 
yards.) The length shall in all 


cases exceed the breadth. 


(2) Marking—The field of play 
shall be marked with distinctive 
lines’ not more than 5 inches in 
width, not by a V-shaped rut, in 
accordance with the plan, the longer 
boundary lines being called the 
touch-lines and the shorter the goal 
line. A flag on a post not less than 


5ft. high and having a non-pointed 
top, shall be placed at each corner; 
a similar flagpost may be placed 
opposite the half-way line one each 
side of the field of play, not less 
than x yard outside the touch-line. 
A half-way line shall be marked 
out across the field of play. The 
centre of the field of play shall be 
indicated by a suitable mark and 
a circle with a 10 yard radius shall 
be marked around it. 


(3) The Goal Area—At each 
end of the field of play two lines 
shall be drawn at right-angles to 
the goal-line, 6 yards from each 
goal-post. These shall extend into 
the field of play for a distance of 
six yards and shall be joined by a 
line drawn parallel with the goal- 
line. Each of the spaces enclosed by 
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these lines and the goal-line shall 
be called a goal-area. 


(4) The Penalty Area—At each 
end of the field of play two lines 
shall be drawn at right-angles to 
the goal-line, 18 yards from each 
goal-post. These shall extend into 
the field of play for a distance of 
18 yards and shall be joined by a 
line drawn parallel with the goal 
line. Each of the spaces enclosed by 
these lines and the goal-line shall 
be called a penalty-area. A suitable 
mark shall be made within each 
penalty-area, 12 yards from the mid- 
point of the goal-line, measured 
along an undrawn line at right- 
angles thereto. These shall be the 
penalty-kick marks. From each 
penalty-kick mark an arc of a circle 
having a radius of 10 yards shall 
be drawn outside the penalty-area. 


(5) The Corner Area — From 
each corner-flag post a quarter circle, 
having a radius of 1 yard, shall be 
drawn inside the field of play. 


(6) The Goals—The Goals shall 
be placed on the centre of each goal_ 
line and shall consist of two posts, 
equidistant from the corner-flag 
and 8 yards apart (inside measure- 
ment), joined by a horizontal cross- 
bar, the lower edge of which sii! 
be 8 feet from the ground. The 
width and depth of the goal-posts 
and the width and depth of the 
cross-bars shall not exceed 5 inches. 


Nets may be attacacd to the 
posts cross-bar and ground behind 
the goals. They should be appro- 
priately suppor.ed and te so placed 


as to allow the goal-keeper ample 
room. 


LAW 2—THE BALL 

The ball shall be spherical; the 
outer casing shall be of leather and 
no material shall be used in its 
construction which might prove 
dangerous to the players. The cir- 
cumference of the ball shall not be 
more than 28irs. nor less than 
27in. The weight of the ball at the 
start of the game shall not be more 
than 160z., nor less than 140z. 


LAW 3—NUMBER OF 
PLAYERS 

The game shall be played by two 
teams each consisting of not more 
than eleven players, one of whom 
shall be the goal-keeper. One of the 
other players may change places 
with the goal-keeper during the 
match provided notice be given to 
the Referee before such a change is 
made. Except in a match played 
under the Rules of a Competition, 
substitutes may be allowed to re- 
place players receiving injuries dur- 
ing a game subject to this arrange- 
ment being agreed upon by both 
teams before the start of the match. 
(An International Match in which 
one of the four British Associations 
is playing is deemed a match under 
the Rules of a Competition. 


PUNISHMENT. —If without 
notifying the Referee a player 
changes to goal-keeper during the 
game and then handles the ball 
within the penalty-area, a penalty 
kick shall be awarded. Any player 
leaving the field during the pro- 
gress of the game (except through 
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accident) without the consent of 
the Referee shall be deemed guilty 
of ungentlemanly conduct. 


LAW 4—PLAYER’S 
EQUIPMENT 


A player shall not wear anything 
which is dangerous to another 
player. Boots must conform to the 
following standard:— 

(a) Bars and studs may be made 
of leather, soft rubber, aluminium, 
plastic, or similar material; if nails 
are used they shall be driven in 

flush with the surface. 


(b) Bars shall be transverse and 


flat, not less than half an inch in 
width and they shall extend the 
total width of the boot and be 
rounded at the corners. 


(c) Studs shall be round in plan 
and not less than half an inch in 
diameter. Where studs are tapered, 
the minimum diameter of any sec- 
tion of a stud must not be less than 


half an inch, Where metal seating 


for the screw type is used, this 
seating must be embodied in the 
sole of the boot and any attachment 
screw shall be part ‘of the stud. 
Other than the metal seating for 
the screw type of stud, no. metal 
plates even though covered with 
leather or rubber shall be worn; 
neither studs which are threaded to 
allow them to be screwed on to a 
base screw that is fixed by nails or 
otherwise to ‘the rim or relief mark- 
ing or ornament: shall::be allowed. 


(d) Combined bars and studs 


may be worn provided the whole 


conforms to the general require- 
ments of this law; neither bars nor 


studs on the soles or heels shall 
project more than three-quarters of 
an inch. . : 

(N.B.—The atoal equipment of 
a player consists of a jersey or shirt, 
shorts, stockings and boots. A 
which distinguish .him from the 
goalkeeper shall wear colours 
other players). 

PUNISHMENT.—For any in- 


‘fringement of this law, the player 


at fault shall be sent. off the field 
of play to adjust his equipment and 
he shall not return without first 
reporting to the Referee who shall 
satisfy himself that the player's 
equipment is in order; the player 
shall only re-enter the game at a 
moment when the ball has ceased 
to be in play. 
LAW 5—REFEREES 

. A Referee shall be appointed to 
officiate in cach game. He shall— 

(a) Enforce the Laws and decide 
any disputed point. His decision 
on points of fact:éonnected with 
the play shall be final so far as the 
result of the game is: concerned. 


' His jurisdiction begins: from the 


time he’ signals for the kick-off, 
and his power of penalising shall 
extend to ‘offences commited when 
play has been: temporarily suspend- 
ed or when the ball is out of play. 
He shall} however, refrain from 
penalising’ in cases where he is 
satisfied that = pris! $0 he would 


mB. Keep’: a record of the game; 
act as timekeeper and allow the 
full or agreed time, adding thereto 
all times lost through accident or 
other causes. 
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+ (c):.Have discretionary power:\to 
stop.the game for:any infringement 
of the: Laws .and’.to. suspend or 
terminate .the: game. whenever, ' by 
reason -.of the. elements, . interfer- 
ence. by .spectators, or other cause, 
he: deem ‘such . stoppage necessary. 
In such.a case he shall report the 
matter to the National or Affiliated 
Association under whose jurisdiction 
the.game was played, within two 
days. (Sundays not included). Re 
ports. will be deemed to be made 
when in the ordinary course of post. 
(d) Have discretionary power, 

from the time he enters the field 
of play, to caution any player 
guilty’ of misconduct or ungentle- 
manly’ behaviour and, if he persists, 
to suspend him’ from further par- 
ticipation in the gamé. In ‘such 
cases -the Referee shall-:send the 
name: of -the offender to the Nat- 
ional or Affiliated Association con- 
cerned .within two. days after .the 
occurrence: (Sundays not included). 
Reports will be deemed to be made 
when received in the ordinary 
course “of post. 

“"e) Allow no ‘person other than 
the” players and linesmen to enter 
the field without his Permission. 


"= (f) Stop :the. game™if,: “in his 
opinion, a: player has ‘been: seriously 
injured; have the -player ‘removed 
as‘soon as possible from’ the field 
of play,” and immediately resume 
the game. If-a player: is -slighitly 
injured, the game shall not. be 
stopped until the ball has ceased 
to be in play. 

‘A player who is unable to go to 
the touch or goal-line for attention 
of any kind, shall not ‘be treated 
on the field of play. 


(g) Have discretionary .power 
to suspend from. further participa- 
tion in the game, without previous 


caution, a player. ney of violent 
conduct. 


(hy): Signal’ fr reconimencerient 
of ‘the game after all’ ‘stoppages. ~

LAW 6—LINESMEN- Hey 

Ma ae Linesmen shall: be. _appoint- 
pr whose duty (subject to the decis- 
ion, of the. Refereé)” shall .be to 
indicate when. the ball is’ out. of 
play and which side is: entitled to 
the’ corner-kick, goal-kick or .throw- 
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in. They shall also assist the Referee 
to control the game in accordance 
with the Laws. In the event of 
undue interference or improper 
conduct by a Linesman, the Referee 
shall dispense with his services and 
arrange for a substitute to be ap- 
pointed. (The matter shall be re- 
ported by the Referee to the Nat- 
ional or Affiliated Association hav- 
ing jurisdiction over the offending 
Linesman.) The Linesman shall be 
equipped with flags by the Club 
on whose ground the match is 
played. 


LAW 7—DURATION OF THE 
GAME 

The duration of the game shall 

be two equal periods of 45 minutes 


unless otherwise mutually agreed 
upon, subject to the following: (a) 


Allowance shall be made in either 


period for all time lost through 
accident or other cause, the amount 
of which shall be a matter for the 
discretion of the Referee; (b) Time 
shall be extended to permit of a 
penalty-kick being taken at or after 
the expiration of the normal period 
in either half. 

At half-time the interval shall 
not exceed five minutes except by 
consent of the Referee. 


LAW 8—THE START OF PLAY 

(a) At the beginning of the 
game, choice of end and the kick- 
off shall be decided by the toss of 
a coin. The team winning the toss 
shall have the option of choice of 
ends or the kick-off. 

The Referee, having given a sig- 
nal, the game shall be started by a 


player taking a place-kick (i-e., a 
kick at the ball while it is station- 
ary on the ground in the centre of 
the field of play) into his oppon- 
ents’ half of the field of play. Every 
player shall be in his own half of 
the field, and every player of the 
team opposing that of a kicker 
shall remain not less than 10 yards 
from the ball until it is kicked-off, 
it shall not be deemed in play until 
it has travelled the distance of its 
own circumference. The kicker 
shall not play the ball a second 
time until it has been played or 
touched by another player. 


(b) After a goal has been scored, 
the game shall be restarted in like 
manner by a player of the team 
losing the goal. 


(c) After halftime: When re- 
starting after half-time, ends shall 
be changed and the kick-off shall 
be taken by a player of the opposite 
team to that of the player who 
started the game. 


PUNISHMENT.—For any in- 
fringement of this law, the kick-off 
shall be re-taken, except in the case 
of the kicker playing the ball again 
before it has been touched or play- 
ed by another player; for this 
offence, an indirect free-kick shall 
be taken by a player of the oppos- 
ing team from the place where the 
infringement occurred. A goal shail 
not be scored direct from a kick-off. 


(d) After any other temporary 
suspension: When restarting the 
game after a temporary: suspension 
of play from any cause not men- 
tioned elsewhere in these laws, pro- 
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vided that immediately prior to the 
suspension the ball has not passed 
over the touch or goal-lines, the 
Referee shall drop the ball at the 
place where it was when play was 
suspended and it shall be decmed 
in play when it has touched the 
ground; if, however, it goes over 
the touch or goal-lines after it has 
been dropped by the Referee, but 
before it is touched by a player, 
the Referee shall again drop it. A 
player shall not play the ball until 
it has touched the ground. If this 
section of the Law is not complied 
with the Referee shall again drop 
the ball. 


LAW 9—BALL IN: AND OUT 
OF PLAY 


The ball is out of play— 

(a) When it has wholly crossed 
the goal-line or touch-line, whether 
on the ground or in the air. 

(b) When the game has been 
stopped by the Referee. 

The ball is in play at all other 
times from the start of the match 
to the finish including— 

(a) If it rebounds from a goal- 
post, cross-bar or corner-flag post 
into the field of play. 

(b) If it rebounds off either the 
Referee or Linesmen when they 
are in the field of play. 

(c) In the event of a supposed 
infringement of the Laws, until a 
decision is given. 

LAW 1o—METHOD OF 
SCORING 


Except as otherwise provided by 
these Laws, a goal is scored when 
the whole of the ball has passed 


over the goal-line, between the goal 
posts and under the cross bar, pro- 
vided it has not been thrown, car- 
ried, or propelled by hand or arm, 
by a player of the attacking side. 
Should the crossbar become dis- 
placed for any reason during the 
game, and the ball crosses the goal- 
line at a point which, in the opinion 
of the Referee, is below whese the 
cross-bar should have been, he shall 
award a goal. 

The team scoring the greater 
number of goals during a game 
shall be the winner; if no goals: or 
an equal number of goals are 
scored, the game shall be termed 
a “draw”. 

LAW 11—OFF-SIDE 

A player is offside if he is 
nearer his opponent’s goal-line than 
the ball at the moment that ball is 
played unless— : 

(a) He is in his own half of the 
field of play. 

(b) There are two of his oppon- 
ents nearer to their own goal-line 
than he is. 

(c) The ball fast touched an 
opponent or was last played by him. 

(d) He receives the ball direct 


. from a goal-kick, a ccorner-kick, 


throw-in, or when it is dropped by 

the Referee. 
PUNISHMENT.—For an in- 

fringement of this law, an indirect 


free-kick shall be taken by a player . 


of the opposing team from the 
place where the infringement oc- 
curred. : 

A player in an off-side positio 
shall not be penalised unless, in 
the opinion of the Referee, he is 
interfering with the play or with 
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an opponent, or is seeking to gain 
an advantage by being in an off-side 
position. 


LAW 12—FOULS AND 
MISCONDUCT 


1. A player who intentionally 
commits any of the following nine 
offences— 

(a) Kicks or attempts to kick 
an opponent; 

(b) Trips an opponent, i.e. 
throwing or attempting to throw 
him by the use of the legs or by 
stopping in front of or behind him; 

(c) Jumps at an opponent; 

(d) Charges an opponent in a 
violent or dangerous manner; 

(e) Charges an opponent from 
behind unless the latter be obstruct- 
ing; 

(£) Strikes or 


attempts to 
strike an opponent; 


(g) Holds his opponent with his 
hand »r any part of his arm; 

(h) Pushes an opponent with 
his hand or any part of his arm; 

(i) Handles the ball, i.e., carries, 
strikes or propels the ball with his 
hand or arm (this does not apply 
to the goal-keeper within his own 
penalty area) shall be penalised by 
the award of a direct free-kick to 
be taken by the opposing side from 
a place where the offence occurr- 

Should a player of the defending 
side intentionally commit one of 
the above nine offences within the 
penalty-area he shall be penalised 
by a penalty kick. 
A penalty-kick can be awarded 
irrespective of the position of the 
ball, if in play, at the time an 
offence within the penalty-area is 
committed. 
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(1) He shows, by word or action, 
dissent from any decision given by 
the Referee; 

(m) He is guilty of ungentle- 
manly conduct. 

For any of these three’ offences, 
in addition to the caution, an 
indirect free-kick shall also be 
awarded to the opposing side from 
the place where the ' offence 
occurred. 

2. A player committing any of 
the five following offences: 

(x) Playing in a manner con- 
sidered by the Referee to be dan- 
gerous, ¢.g., attempting to kick 
the ball while held by the goal- 
keeper; ; : 

(2) Charging fairly, ie, with 
the shoulder, when the ball is not 
within playing distance of the 
players concerned and they are 
definitely not trying to play it; 

(3) When not playing the ball 
intentionally obstructing an oppon- 
ent and the ball, or interposing the 
body so as to form an obstacle to 
an opponent; 

(4) Charging the goal-keeper 
except when he: 

(a) Is holding the ball; 

(b) Is obstructing an oppon- 
ent; 

(c) Has passed outside his 
goal-area. 

(5) When playing as  goal- 
keeper, carrying the ball, i-e., taking 
more than four steps while holding 
the ball without bouncing it on 
the ground; shall be penalised by 
the award of an indirect free-kick 


to be taken by the opposing side 
from the place where the infringe- 
ment occurred. H 

3. A player shall be cautioned 
if— 

(j) He joins or rejoins his team 
after the game has commenced 
without reporting to the referee and 
receiving a signal of acknowledg- 
ment from him. If the game has 
been stopped (to administer the 
caution) it shall be re-started by 
the Referee dropping the ball at 
the place where the infringement 
occurred but if the player has com- 
mitted a more important offence, he 
shall be penalised according to that 
section of the Law infringed; 

(k) He persistently infringes the 
Laws of the Game; 
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4. A player shall be sent off the 
field of play— 

(n) If he is guilty of violent 
conduct, i.e., using foul or abusive 
language, or if, in the opinion of 
the Referee, he is guilty of serious 
foul play; 


(0) If he persists in misconduct 
after having received a caution. 

If play be stopped by reason of a 
player being ordered from the 
field for an offence without a 
separate breach of the Law having 
been committed, the game shall be 
resumed by an indirect free-kick 
awarded to the opposing side from 
the place where the infringement 
occurred, 


LAW 13—FREE-KICK 


Free-kicks shall be classified 
under two heads: “Direct” (from 
which a goal can be scored direct 
against the offending side), and 
“Indirect” (from which a goal can- 
not be scored unless the ball has 
been played or touched by a player 
other than the kicker before passing 
through the goal). 


When a direct or indirect free- 
kick is being taken a player of the 
opposite side shall not approach 
within 10 yards of the ball until it 
is in play, unless he be standing on 
his own goal-line, between the 
goalposts. If a player of the oppos- 
ing team approaches within 10 
yards before the kick is taken the 
Referee shall delay the taking of 
the kick until the Law is complied 
with. The ball shall not be deemed 
in play until it has travelled the 
distance: of its own circumference. 


é 


The ball must be stationary when 
the kick is taken, and after taking 
the kick, the kicker shall not play 
the ball a second time until it has 
been touched or played by another 
player. In the case of a free-kick 
being awarded to the defending 
side in the penalty area the goal- 
kicker shall not receive the ball into 
his hands in order that he may 
thereafter kick it into play; the 
ball must be kicked direct into 
play beyond the penalty-area, and 
if this part of the Laws is not 
complied with the kick shall be 
re-taken. 


PUNISHMENT.—I£ the kicker, 
after taking the free-kick, plays the 
ball a second time before it has 
been touched or played by another 
player an inditect free-kick shall 
be taken by a player of the Oppos- 
ing team from the spot where the 
infringement occurred. 


LAW 14—PENALTY KICK 


A penalty-kick shall be taken 
from the penalty-mark and, when 
it is being taken, all players with 
the exception of the player taking 
the kick, and the’ opposing goal- 
keeper shall be within the field of 
play, but outside the penalty-area, 
and at least xo yards from the 
penalty mark. The Opposing goal- 
keeper must stand (without moving 
his feet) on his own goal-line, be- 
tween the goal-posts, until the ball 
is kicked. The player taking the 
kick must kick the ball forward; he 
shall not play the ball a second 
time until it -has been played or 
touched by another player. The 
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ball shall be deemed in play directly 
it is kicked, ie., travelled the dis- 
tance of its circumference, and a 
goal may be scored direct from 
such a penalty-kick. If the ball 
touches the goal-keeper before 
passing between the posts, when a 
penalty-kick is being taken at or 
after the expiration of half-time or 
full-time, it does not nullify a goal. 
If necessary, time or play shall be 
extended at half-time or full-time 
to allow a penalty-kick to be taken. 


PUNISHMENT: 

(a) For any infringement by 
the defending team the kick shall 
be retaken, if a goal has not 
resulted. 

(b) Foe any) infringement by 
the attacking team, other than by 
the player taking the kick, the 
kick shall be retaken if a goal has 
resulted. 

(c) For any infringement by the 
player taking the penalty-kick, a 
player of the opposing team shall 
take an indirect free-kick from the 
spot where the infringement 
occurred. 


LAW 15—THROW-IN 

When the whole of the ball 
passes over the touch-line, either on 
the ground or in the air, it shall 
be thrown in from the point where 
it crossed the line, in any direction, 
by a player of the team opposite to 
that of the player who last touched 
-it. The thrower.at the. moment of 
delivering: the ball must face the 
field of play and part of each foot 
shall be either on or outside the 
touch-line, ‘The thrower shall use 
‘both hands and shall deliver the 
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ball. from over his head. The ball 


shall be in play immediately- it is: 


thrown but the thrower shall not 
again-play the ball until it has been 


touched or played by another 


player. A goal. shall not be scored 
direct from a throw-in. | 


PUNISHMENT: 


(a) If the ball is: improperly 
thrown in the throw-in. shall be 
taken by a player of the opposing 
team. 

(b) If the thrower plays the ball 
a second time before it has been 
touched or played by another 
player, an indirect free-kick shall 
be taken by a player of the oppos- 
ing team from ‘the place where the 
infringement occurred. - 


LAW 16—GOAL KICK 


When the whole of the ball passes 
over the goal-line, excluding that 
portion between the goal-posts, 
either in the air or on the ground, 
having last been played by one of 
the attacking team, it shall be 
kicked direct into play beyond the 
penalty-area from a point within 
that half of the goal-area nearest 
to where it crossed the line, by a 
player of the defending team. A 
goal-keeper shall not receive thé ball 
into his hands from a goal-kick in 
order that he may thereafter kick 
it into play. If the ball is not kicked 
beyond the penalty-area, i-e., direct 
into play, the kick shall be re-taken. 
a second time until it has touched 
or been played by another player. 
A goal shall not be scored direct 
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from such a kick. Players of the 
team opposing that of the player 
taking the goal-kick shall remain 
outside the penalty-area whilst the 
kick is being taken. 
PUNISHMENT. — If a player 
taking a goal-kick plays the ball a 
second time after it has passed be- 
yond the penalty-area but before it 
has touched or been played by an- 
other player an indirect free-kick 
shall be awarded to the opposing 
team, to be taken from the place 
where the infringement occurred. 
LAW 17—CORNER KICK 
When the whole of the ball passes 
over the goal-line excluding that 
portion between the  goal-posts, 
either in the air or on the ground, 
having last been played by one of 
the defending team, a member of 


the attacking team shall take a 
kick from within the quarter-circle 
at the nearest corner-flag post, 
which must not be removed, i.e., a 
corner kick. A goal may be scored 
from such a kick. Players of the 
team opposing that of the player 
taking the corner-kick shall not 
approach within 10 yards of the 
ball until it is in play, i-e., it has 
travelled the distance of its own 
circumference, nor shall the kicker 
play the ball a second time until it 
has been touched or played by: an- 
other player. 

PUNISHMENT.—For an - in« 
fringement of this Law an indirect 
free-kick shall be awarded to the 
opposing team, to be taken from 
the place where’ the infringement 
occurred. 
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
